Trinity CollegeeeExtraordinary Stae 
tistics. 

The following extraordinary statis- 
tics of Trinity College were read by 
Dr. Craven to the Centennial on 
Thursday uvight: 

The College has existed as Acad- 
emy and College thirty-four years; 
for nine years it was somewhat cons 
nected with the State. The annual 
average of matriculations since 1852, 
except during the war, is 182; during 
the whole time the College has lost 


$6 060 by bad debts; has given $11,-. 


300 gratuitous tuition; there have 
been in all 13 deaths, 25 expulsions 
and 1,157 conversions iu the College 
Chapel. There have been 184 gradu- 
ates; 34 are lawyers, 13 physicians, 
28 preachers, 25 teachers and profes- 
sors in Colleges. The College owns 
property worth $45,000, and of this, 
has by its own exertions earned and 
paid 335,000. There are now 119 
students present; 15 Seniors; 18 
Juniors; 31 Sophomores; 32 Fresh- 
men, and 23 in special and prepara- 
tory studies.

j FRIDAY MORNING. 


The meeting commenced at Met- 
ropolitan Hall, at 10 o’clock A. M. 
The choirsang a fine introductory. 
The Methodist choir in Raleigh is 
one of the oldest and best in the 
State. In 1863 peculiar circumstances 
for a time interrupted its regular 
exercises; but-by the zeal and ener- 
iM of W. J. Young and wife and Mrs. 

ivans, it again started on its course 
of superior christian song and still 
continues a strong ally of the 
preacher, and eminently useful to 
the church. 

Bishop Marvin opened the exer- 
cises in his own inimitable manner. 
He is a great christian orator; his 
style of oratory is not purely Meth- 
odistic like that of Bishop Pierce, 
nor strongly classic as that of Bishop 
Doggett, but rich in nature’s own 
beauty and power, cultured, fervent 
and non-sectarian. 

Prayer was offered by Rev. R. O. 
Burton, one of the ailest members of 
the Conference ; a man of command- 
ing appearance and voice, large ex- 
perience and great usefulness. 

The choir sang another fine hymn, 
and its echoes and cadences must 
have found strange company in cor- 
ners and niches, where other kind of 
voices on other occasions have died 
away in thehall. Rev. K. A. Yates, 
Presiding Elder of the New Orleans 
District, then delivered an address. 
Subject: Methodism iv its relations 
to the origin of the Sabbath School 
Work. Mr. Yates has been in the 
itineracy sixeeen years, has served 
upon circuits and stations, and has 
for several years been Presiding 
Elder. Mr. Yates is a clear, decis- 
sive speaker, precise in statements, 
elegant in manner, and sometimes 
effectively elo juent. 

He said. ‘There are in Europe and 
America ten millions of Sabbath 
School scholars, and of these about 
five millions are in America. In this 
State, the Baptists have 40,000 Sunday 
School scholars; the Presbyterian 
have 15.000: the Episcopalians have 
3.000; the Methodist, 48,000; and 
‘other detiominations about 20,000. 
There are in the State 200,000 white 
children, hence there are 74,000 with- 
out Sabbath School instructions. 

_ In 1786 Bishop Asbury in Hanover 
Co. Va., established ihe first Sabbath 
School in America, and in 1791 
Bishop White of the P. E. Chureh 
established a similar school in Phil- 
adelphia. The relations of Metho- 
dism to the Sabbath School are :— 

1. Methodism is the mother of the 
Sabbath School. The first 8. 8., in 
the world was established in Eng- 
Jand in 1767 by Hannoah Ball. Robert 
Raikes did not found the Sabbath 
School, but Sophia Cook furnished 
the School for him to organize. In 

the Sabbati: School, woman is the 
great and efficient worker; here she 
works without a vival. 

2. Methodism in its revivalism, 
which is its natural life, isa centen- 
originator and perpetual sup- 
porter of the Sabbath School. Ev- 
ery Sabbath School produces a re- 
vival, aud every revival is foilowed 
by a Sabbath School. 

3. By the doctrine of heart-felt 
conversion Methodism is a great 
fuunder of Sabbath School power. 

4. The relation of Methodism to 
the Sabbath School will be seen by 
inquiring what is the effect of the 
Sabbath School. The object is not 
-to furnish a place to shut up chil- 
dren from the world. The great ob- 
ject of all Sabbath Schools is the 
conversion of souls. 

Mr. Yates ended his discourse with 
a beautiful eulogy upon Sabbath 
‘School work. 

As an interlude the choir sang 
with spirit and effect ‘‘Hold the 


Fort.” 


Rev. E. L. Perkins then addressed 
the meeting. Subject: Methodism 
in i's relation to Bible, Missionary 
and Tract Societies. To see this we
